HAY-MARKET THEATRE. 

THE new Comedy by Bulwer, (if Comedy be its rigbtfal title, 
seeing that the incidents appertain toa Play,) was played here 
last night for the second time. Having already noticed the prin- 
cipal portions of the plotof Money, we will now speak of the 
acting. First and foremost ip our estimation, is a beautiful delinea- 
tion of the hero Evelyn, by Macready. From the first scene, to the 
end of the piece, he completely wins the sympathy and applause of 
the audience. His picture of the ambitious student, rendered by 
poverty ussble to combat sgainst the sneers and gibes of his su- 
periors in life wii any other weapon than his wit, which is ever 
ready at command to repel the iosolence of riches, is exquisitely 
Grawo. His love for Clara is very finely expressed—the scene at 
the gaming-tabie, and his other efforts, might be dwelt upon with 
admiration, but we must leave our readers to judge for themselves, 
as We are convinced the lovers of powerful acting will all attend 
the Haymarket to witness Macready’s Evelyn. Perhaps the per- 
formance of David Rees, as the whig member of parliament, may 
next be deemed the most worthy of praise. As Mr. Benjamin 
Stout, Rees gives a tich and spirited caricature of the dabbler in 
parish meetings. Frederick Vining perferms the tory nobleman, 
LordGlossmore, with much modest ease and correctness. Walter 
Lacy plays Sir Frederick Blount, a coxcomb of the first water, 
a selfish puppy, who takes the liberty of substituting the letter 
for the 7, whenever the latter occurs in any sentence he may have 
to utter; awight who ‘makes it a wule to go to Wome every 
second year,” io bis love for the classical. This character is Deatly 
written, and could not be better acted. Strickland, as a ceptious 
mercenary old Beronet, who would willingly sacrifice his daughter 
at the shrine of Mammon, has a heavy weight to sustain in his 
part, which he surmounts with great ability. Webster, (to 
whom the highest credit is due for the excellent manner io which 
the Comedy has been produced,) renders his part a most amus- 
ing one. Mrs.Glover hes a very lively character to sustain, which 
she plays ina very pleasant style, and looks to perfection as the 
generous LadyFranklin. Miss P. Horton and Miss Helen Faucit 
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make the most of their allotted characters, but we must not close 
our notice without mentioning the capital acting of Wrench, who 
rattles through Caplain Dudley Smooth, a gamester of suspicious 
reputation, much to the satisfsction of the audience. The minor 
parts are well filled by O. Smito, Waldron, &c. The scenery is 
appropriate and prettily psinted, and the mise en scene exceed- 
ingly expressive, drawing forth unbounded opplause. Bob Short 
was the afierpiece yesterday evesicg.—The house was crowded.
